NEW FOLLOW-UP DATA 

FROM AUBURN 
****** 

The information provided in the last 
Faculty Newsletter on Shelton State 
(SSCC) transfers to Auburn 
University (AU) was from a report 
which AU officials had sent about 
this time last year. That report 
dealt with SSCC transfers to AU 
through the fall of 1990. 

Recently, we received a similar 
report for this year, one which 
dealt with SSCC transfers to AU 
through the fall of 1991. What 
follows is an analysis of the 
information contained in this latest 
report from Auburn. Unlike the 
SSCC/AU information in the last 
issue of the Newsletter , this data 
"hot off the press". 

Between the fall of 1990 and the 
fall of 1991, the number of SSCC 
students enrolled at AU increased by 
twenty- five per cent (25%) , from 
sixty-five (65) to eighty-one (81) . 




The number of graduates 

increased from nineteen to 

_ twenty-two (16%). The 

t^^ number who have 
discontinued enrollment 

increased by only one 
(4%) , from twenty-eight to twenty- 
nine. The number of SSCC students 
currently enrolled at AU increased 

by sixty-seven per cent (67%) , from 
eighteen to thirty. 

In regard to the SSCC students who 
have graduated from AU, the data 
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from both 1990 and 1991 contain one 
bit of information that is a 
potential cause for concern. 

In both years, those SSCC students 
who have graduated from AU have 
taken about sixteen (16) quarters to 
do so (combining the time spent at 
SSCC and at AU) . This is four (4) 
quarters longer than it would take a 
student to graduate "on time." 
Likewise, those SSCC students who 
have graduated from AU have earned 
more hours than the minimum 
necessary for graduation. On a 
quarter system, a student should be 
able to graduate with one hundred 
and ninety-two (192) hours. The 
SSCC students who graduated from AU 
as of 1991 on average earned over 
two hundred and twenty- four (224) 
hours. Furthermore, the average 
number of hours SSCC students earned 
on the way to graduation was greater 
than the number of hours (144) 
earned by the total number of junior 
college graduates from Auburn. 

There are number of possible 
explanations for the extended length 
of time that SSCC transfers at AU 
take to earn their degrees. We can 
not know from these figures alone 
whether there is anything 
Shelton State should be 
differently to reduce the 
between matriculation 
graduation.

In terms of grade point average for 
all SSCC transfers to AU, the 
picture is mixed. SSCC transfers 
earned a higher first quarter mean 
GPA that all the total group of all 
junior college transfers. The first 
quarter GPA of SSCC transfers was 
2.28 while that of all junior col- 
lege transfers was 2.13. On the 
other hand, the mean GPA of SSCC 
transfers was 2.40 while that of all 
junior college transfers was 2.47. 
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Auburn University Transfers (cont. ) : 

Once again, the GPA picture for SSCC 
transfers to AU reveals some 
transfer shock. The men GPA of SSCC 
students upon leaving Shelton State 
was 2.82 while, as we have seen, the 
GPA earned by those students during 
their first term at AU was 2.28. 

The gap between "leaving" GPA and 
"entering" GPA, however, was less 
for SSCC students than for the total 
group of junior college transfers. 

The GPA pictures for SSCC students 
who have graduated from AU is much 
the same. Their entering GPA (2.44) 
was higher than the entering GPA for 
all junior college transfers (2.34) . 
Nonetheless, the SSCC mean GPA 
(2.59) at Auburn was a bit lower 
that the mean GPA (2.63) for junior 
college transfers as a whole. 

The SSCC transfers who have 
discontinued enrollment at AU an 
entering GPA of 1.93 and an overall 
mean GPA of 1.86. Ironically, this 
group of SSCC students outperformed 
the total group of junior college 
transfers in the same category. The 
total group of "discontinued" junior 
college transfers to AU had an 
entering GPA of 1.57 and had earned 
an overall mean GPA of 1.65. 

By far, the best performance of SSCC 
students who have transferred to AU 
is presented by those who are 
currently enrolled. The mean GPA 
earned by this group of students 
upon leaving Shelton State was 2.9, 
a bit lower than the mean GPA of 
2.99 posted by all junior colleges 
transfers who are currently enrolled 
at AU. Even though SSCC students 
had a lower GPA at the time of 
transfer, they earned a higher GPA 
(2.59) during their first quarter of 
attendance at AU than did the total 
group of currently enrolled junior 
college transfers (2.37). And the 
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mean GPA of SSCC transfers currently 
enrolled at AU (2.54) is higher than 
the mean GPA (2.48) of all junior 
college transfers currently enrolled 
at the loveliest village on the 
plains. 

In comparing the performance of SSCC 
transfers to AU this year with that 
of the transfers last year, in all 
the GPA categories save two, the 
performance of the class of 1991 is 
better that the class of 1990. Only 
in mean GPA of graduates and in 
first quarter GPA of those currently 
enrolled was the mean GPA recorded 
in 1990 higher than that recorded in 
1991. The differences, both up and 
down, in all categories are slight. 

The graduation rate for SSCC 
transfers compared to that for all 
junior college transfers remains 
low. A bright spot, however, is the 
decline in the proportion of 
discontinued students in the mix of 
SSCC transfers to Auburn. In 1990, 
the discontinued category was the 
largest group of SSCC transfers to 
AU. In 1991, the largest group of 
SSCC transfers to AU was those 
currently enrolled. 

The conclusions to be drawn from 
this 1991 data are not too different 
from those drawn from the 199 data. 
There is much in the information to 
indicate that Shelton State is 
preparing students effectively to 
transfer to Auburn University. 
Indeed, the evidence to that end is 
more convincing this year than last. 



There is, however, still room for 
improvement. Transfer shock can be 
reduced further and graduation rates 
can be increased. As well, we must 
learn more about why it takes 
Shelton State transfers to Auburn 
longer that "normal" to earn a
